'Report on the Mayo College, Ajmer. 

Inspected ISth and J6th March 19£X. 

JJuilflings and Equipmfnt. — ^Tlie bnildi.igs aod equipment leave little to be desired and 
call for no special remarki. A. certain -amount of inconvenience arises from the fact that 
the lower school is held at Colvin House ^which is some distance from the main building, 
but this is unavoidable. 

Staff. — The College has a very strong staff containing as|it does, four Englishmen in 
addition to the Principal, whilst several members of the Indian staff impressed us as being 
very well qualified and efficient. 

Finance. — The recent increase in salaries of the European staff and the necessity 
which emsts for improving the pay and prospects of the Indian teaching and subordinate 
staff has placed the college in a difficult position financially. "We understand that the 
matter is receiving the attention of the College Coxmcil. 

INS'mUCTION. 

Engliah. — A high standard of English is maintained througliout the College, culminat- 
ing in a high average of work at the diploma examination. 

Tho method of teaching and the selection of text-hooks are good, and duo attention 
is paid to written work. No general criticisms are called foi. 

Tho yotmger pupils are extremely keen, and the majority of tho Kumars in tho highest 
class have acquired a sound working knowledge of English, free from most of tlie common 
faults which characterise tho English of ordinary Anglo-Yornacular schools in India. 

//iB/ory.— Special attention is paid to the intelligent teaching of history. 

Geognqihy. — Tlie suijject is extremely well inti*oduced and the teaching leaves little to 
be desired in the lower classes, wliere tbo general standard of attainment is high. The top 
forma wore a little disappointing and every effort should be made to ijresent the spbject 
In an interesting way. In commercial and political geography for example questions of 
present day interest might witli advantage bo discussed. 

.V«t7(Cwotir?.— In the lower classes both the teaching and tlie progress made are very 
satisfactory. Arithmetical tables should, however, be reduced to a minimum and more 
attention might he given to problems Of an every day nature. In the upper school there 
is a distinct lack of interest in the subject most Kumars preferring to take alternative 
courses such as law and administration. 

defence.*— The science laboratory is commodious and very well equipped. The teaching 
and general standard^ of -attainment are much above the average and call for no special 
comment. 

ffenW.— We wore especially imijressed by the keenness and intelligence shown by 
the Kumai-s in some of the lower classes. Tae college generally continues to do excellent 
work aud to maintain its high reputation.
